The Government Statist obtains particulars annually of the 
known aboriginal population through the agency of the Police Officers 


and also reports from Stations and “arms. 


An analysis of these indi- 


cates an aboriginal population about 30th June, 1939 of 4,881 excluding 


an unknown number in the Musgrave and Everard Ranges. 


The numbers 


recorded vary considerably from year to year, it being impossible to 
record those who have "gone bush",

These 7Ol employed aboriginals were reported as 
having 554 dependants. 


ALL OTHERS - In addition to the 1,357 aboriginals on mission 


stations,
